if. Origin and Atxxi*. 

There Eastern Kadambat lib- tbr Rarer" Oangat originally 
belonged to the Gaojetic Vail- from where they mci.’ed Into Kalinin 
country in the early ceotnrica of th- Cnriitlar era. Another broneb 
penetrnted Into Mysore and Konkin. Same scholar* etitnd that the 
Eaiteio Gangaa aetllfd In Kallaga comic; fro* Gaajaridl in the South, 
and the E- Kaoambaa alao settled there coming fiom the S W o' S Indit. 
nut thle le opposed to facts* It was pointed owl from the My.ore 
Wen Ganga Inscriptions that the Eattrra Cangaa aepantsd from the 
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miin branch io the North (Gangetic Valley) aad migrated into Kalinea and 
•ellled there long befxe tbe successors of the main branch founded 
Gxngavadi in Mysore. Sim:Iarly. il east be believed that the E. Kadambas 
Willed i° Kelmga coming from the North, li la elated* that they ruled 
over a part of Magadha aad ihee migrated into Kalinga and founded 
there places named after them and some even left for South India. Il is 
wellknown thai Ganga and Kadamba families are still living in parts of 
Ganjam District and Orissa. 

The Kalinga Kadambas were worst ip peri of Siva. The Kadamba 
tree la sacred to Siva. Hence probably they were called after it. They 
have the sign of fish oo their coins and on the aeals of their copper-plate 
charters- There is a liae of kings called the Matsyas of Oddadi whose 
inscriptions bearing the figure of fish are found in abundance in the 
Sitnhach slant Temple (Viiag District) and it is believed that they are 
the descendants of the E- Kadambas. The Kadambas probably belonged 
to the Malays country whose capital VIratnagar figures prominently in 
Uahabhdmto- 

C. n» Eastern Kadamba, and Ik, Wmtin Kadamba, Compared and 

Contra, tad 

The family God of W. Kadambas was called Jaranti. Vodka- 
Icthcara. Thrtr original country waa called Pnlarig, or Haladge* They 
are said to have lived in Kktiakara or Kkrd Talnq of Ratoagiii. They 
also lived In a part of Myiora called Vaijaganti or Banavui and were 
rstofnd to tk, WJJaagat. Now. In Kalingaaagars or Mukbalmgaa (Ganjam 
Dt.) there la a God Mill worshipped under the name of Jayautl MadhukM- 
wars or Cokarptlwara who is the family God of the Rejs of Parlaklmtdl 
who it said to bo a descendant of the E. Ganga Line. A Oekarft/wira 
was seated oo Ml. Makeedra when the H. Gaogas first came into Kalinga 
and was worshipped by them. Later, at Mnkhalingam or Kalinga- 
nagaram. MadbuWf.ua waa installed. Ha la alto termed Jayantfifwara 
or Gokarpfifwara in tbe ttocc inscriptions still found there. It would 
appeef that the later King) of E. Gangs line worshipped tbe old God 
Gokarpiiwara under the name of MadhukMvara or Madhukalinga. from 
which the place was called Madhskaiiogam or Mukhalingam. at tbe 
instance of the E. Kadambas who were employed as vassals under both 
tbe Early and Later Gioga King* and who were said to be closely related 
to them In the several C P. Charters. Thus, like the W. Kadambas of 
Banavasi or Vaijayaatipura who were subject to the W. Gsngas, the 
Eastern Kadambas of Jayaetipwra in MaNfndrsbbSgsvishaya (Mandasa 
in Ganjam Dt.) ruled subject to tbe control of the E. Gangs Kings. 
Again, like the KMtapura or Kbed Kadambas of Ratnagiri. the E. Kadam- 
bis have tbe suffix Kktdx e.g. Nagakbndi. Dharaikbedi etc.. Again, 
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like the place Dames in the 8octb. we ret in Kalmga places like Palaas 
Parlapura. Tekkali. Jayannpara. VanaTisi and KadsAbiguda etc. 
Also, it would appear that the Early Kadambas were all Sairiter. 
Bot, while the Southern or Western Branch became Jain, the Northern 
or Eastern branch stuck to the original SaiTite creed established in 
KaUcga. The Ernes of bota the dyaastiea took part in civilising their 
countries and la introducing Vedic learning and cnlture into their 
own countries by making generous grants of lands and Tillages to 
learned Brahmins and to their own Gods. Finally, both the dynasties 
were di*ided Into two ot more separate y relleg branches. 

There are. howerer, the following pointa of contrast: 

(r) The W. Kadaobea base the lien crest on the aeala of their 
charters and moakaybaeaar oa their flags. The Eastera Kadambas have 
the fish emblem on tbe seals of their C P. charters and also on thcii 
coins. 

ft) Thn W. Kadambas were Joint while tbe E. Kadambas 
were Saivittt. 

($) Tbe W. Kadambas rose to greater political heights than the 
E. Kadambas who always remained subordinate to the K. Ganges errn 
when they proclaimed an Era of thtir own which it called Qrngo- 
Kadamba Eta. 

D. Thtir HiMonr- 

Tha Viiag plates® of DCvlodravarma (B. Oaega king) stats that 
tbe kiog bestowed some Tillages in the District of Dived amine on God 
Dhirmflloara at the Instance of his nattnal in eit DkOrm+KhMi. Tha 
king Installed the Knga form of Dnarmflleara which it probably named 
afier hia uncle Dhanna-A>ei< aed It was nsnal ts name Gods after the 
rulers, a. g. Bhimeswara. Rs)e(warj, Gaeapeswara ato. The ending of 
tha name Kbedi is peculiar and suggests Kadamba connection as will be 
abown presently. The plates belong to G. E tf« or A. D yjo. Tkt 
Madras Muttun Platt* of Inirawarma which are bellerad by Bahler 
to beloog to the otb century A.D. state that the kieg who waa probably 
a Gangs Kiog. granted the Tillage of Amcrasicga in Jalamvora vishay* 
(Urlem In Gaojam Dt.) to a Brahmin Scholar and tbe asms of the 
Qjnapti or eaecutor ot tbe Grant is Sri Nags Kkodi. It would 
appear that the charter waa written by tbe great Door keeper AdityaTaima 
and by the Great Vassal or Viceroy Sri Naga-khedi. Tbia latter prince 
waa agaio a Kadamba and be occupied a powerful position Sereral 
grades of oCcials are mentioned in this charter, shoving that the 
administration waa highly organised. 
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From these two C- P. Charter*, we learn that Kadamba chiefs 
were related to the E. Garga kings aad occupied high administrative 
posit and took cctive part io giving donation* to Saivite Gods and 
Vedie Scholars. Their oases, unlike those of their Sovereigns Ibe 
E- Ganga king* w.io were called ‘Lord* of all Kalinga." end with the 
appellation of Kkati which is the csual title of the E. Kadamba prince*. 
We learn this from ccrraio in*m prions of the time of Vajrabasta V 
(A. D. 1037-10^) called Tri kalioga-adhipaii and also from the C. P. 
Charters of the E. Kadamba princes. In fact, the history of this reign 
and the administrative machinery of the tiraet are known to ns chiefly 
from these source*. 

Pour E. Kadamba CP Charters throw much useful light on this 
reign of VajrakasU V. namely. (il Tk* Simkapura plates c-f 

Dhumakedt (J.A.H.R 8 VoU Ilf. pp. 171 — 1S0) which were discovetrd 
In Saata Boramali near Tekkali and which arc dated in $so ol Cange- 
Kadamba Era. Since the Kadamba* were closely related to the Gangaa 
and alnce they -era saboedlBal* to them being their viceroys and 
coram-inicr* and » nee they eipcctslyjcalled then Era th* Qanga- Kadamba 
Era, It must be considered tkat the Gangs- Kadamba year sio is the 
same as the Ganga year 5 to. 

Again, vnee tue Gangs year t»6 talalet to Madhukamarnava’s 
reign, it it probable that th* Ganga-Kadamba year gao also relates to 
the some reign If we now look at tbo content* of the grant of 
Dbarmakbcdi, «e gel good toppoet foe this view. Ubsrtna-khcdi, the son 
of llhamakhedi aud grand son of Niyaraava. who lived in Jatanlaiiura 
and who bad the title* cl PonfWahoya- Jfandaleemara, Uakcndrridhi- 
pali and Makamandalnworu. grants i, in the presence of hia AmatyaM 
and Panchapairu and the Pradkant and Jonapadai of Risbtra- 
kutavishaya. to 300 Brahmins, the village of Dharmapura in 
Maheodiabhngavishaya in the Gaega- Kadamba year ? jo. daring the 
reign of The lU>,Uric<a Dtvtndravarmi, Son of tkr HluMrious 
Avnlatanna of the pure family of the Gangs*, who lived in Kslinga- 
nagara. who was dercied to Gokarnaswami of Mahcodragiri and who had 
the titles of Parameswara. Paramabhattaraka and Sakala-kalingidbiraja. 
Now, this DetendraTuma. sou of Anactavarma waa already identified by 
mef with Madbukarnurnava. ion of AniyanKabhiaa Vajrahaata alirs 
Ananuvarma, because In the Later Ganga Genealogy, from the apth to 
the 16th king, -e get alicntately ib* came* of AnaniaTarma and 
lievendraearma. So. MadhukamarruTa whj actually issued a grant in 
the Caaga year 316 mu*t be regardeJ a* having had the title of 
Dcvendravarraa and as bring the Over-lord ol Dhr.makbedi who made 
this erant in the G. K. Era i*o

Vol. 111. p. sir) 
It expressly refers to the rvlga of Va)raka".a and Stales that, in that 
roign. Darnperaj*. son of CtfiU Kimidlrija and Lord ol Punch avishays 
and Jewel of the Ganya creiir g. anted the village of Hossandl to 
K&madiidja, son of Eraystriiaja of Ilia Niger Saluki family at tbe time 
of marrying h i dsughter to him. Tbe execatcr of this giant was Ugra 
kbidi, a Kadamba prince and tm writer war the great foreign Secretary 
Drooachirya. 

J. Along with the Cbikkelaralasa C.P. Grant of Ananlararma Vajra- 
hasta.a certain Devendravarma's Kambakaya C. P Grant was alto dis- 
covered (Vide Eharati for November tpsy pp Il$— ijoX It coctaias on 
its seal, like the other C.K Grants of the E. Kaditaba kings, a crcaccnt 
at the top. a fish in the middle and an elephant goad at the bottom. It

4 * A wry import anl C. P- Grant of Dharmakedi. son of 
Bhamakhedi has recently been published and it belongs to S. 976 
IJ. B. O. R. S. Vol XVII. Pp its-iSS) It is stated in lhal pant 
that, in the ijth regnal year of Aeantavarma Vairabaatadeva, his great 
proelncial governor and Jewel of Kadamba family, by name. Dharinakbedi. 
ion of Bhamakhedi panted to a certain Ujanaka the Hadipalharakkaitda 
in Mahendrabhoca PisAago. It is already known to us from the 
Simhapura p'.ates of Dharmakbedi. dated .n the G. K. Eia jao, that he 
waa the son of Bhamakhedi. aad there ia bo doubt that the Dharmakbedi 
of this pant ia the same as that of the Simhapura plates. Evidently, he 
lived in the reigns of both Madtukimaroava and hi* successor Ananta- 
varms Vajrahuta V. 

Tho C- P. Charters of the E. Kadamba Princes show that the 
mountain paaaeo ia the E. Ghats (Uahrodra Hill/ ware strongly guarded 
by them. They were the Palatine Earls whom the Caeca Emperots 
trusted with inch high command and position owing to close matri- 
monial lias eiisting between them aad also ewieg to the powerful forces 
led by (ho KadamM Princes II Is again with the help of their 
C. P. Charters that we learn that a Caaga Kadaaba Era eclated 
in Kalinga and we have proved bow it ia to be identified with 
the Gaoga Era. But for the discovery of their C P. Charters dated 
G. K. Era $ro and Saka Era 971. the initial year of the F- Ganga rule 
would never have been known to os. We now know that th Eastern Gangaa 
like the Eastern Kadambas spread into Kalioga in very early tlmea and 
established their pile there till the middle of the i{th century introducing 
Brahteaotc religion and Vedic culture into all pans of It Very little was 
known to scholars about these Dynasties till the writer of this article 
studied several inscriptions aad published their accounts in J. A. U. R . S. 
and in his work Kali’vxMa CkaHtro. Juat as Mysore History deals 
with W. Gangas and Kadambas, Kal.cga History has to deal with 
tbeae oew Dynasties that bear the same name. 
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This »et of plate* ni dm edited io the Journal of the Andhra 
Hiatorlcal Raieirch eociety. Rajahraendrr. Vol. IX, pari j. pp. ij fl. by 
Mr. M. Narasimham who had (be i«l ia kia poisesrton. Ilia article was 
found lo be defective ia some p'acea and kia reading of the text was 
wrong. To verify bia reading of -.he last, the facsimile of plates did not 
accompan» bia article. Hit speculation to iodeatify the dooor. Vajrabasta- 
diva, clealy showed ihat hit reading of the date might have been wrong. 
It la for the pirpoee of varifyiog the date and other thioga connected 
with it. I longed to examine the original io person. At last, Mr. 
B V. Kritbnsrao. the Uony. Secretary, seel me en Impression of the 
grant. It la defective in certain places be: is clear In the important 
parts of the charter. I now re-edit tba grant at I found it to ofler a 
strong evidence with regard to ths Gangs era. 

Leavleg aside the niaal and time boaoarod method of pointing 
oot the peculiarities of Oitborephy. I directly proceed to diacnis the 
pointa that aeltle the time of tba grant. The flret point tbnt the scholars 
of Kalloga History do tut fail to ate. on leading the charter, la that the 
expressions in the first pm of the introduction bear resemblance to those 
of the grant of the Calingt Kings of more nncieet times. I givt below 
a comparative study of such expressions, so that the readcra may rtalixe 
the truth of ray statement.

It ha* been shown ia ray amde oa Trikalinga Cotsntry (/. B. A 0 . R. 8 . 
Vol. XIV part IV pp. jjp a.) that Trikabaga waa the name ol the 
highlands to tbe weat ol tha MabEnJra bills, and that VajrahastadEva III 
assumed that title after he had conquered it. The expre»*ioos employed 
in praise of the donor, VajrahastadSra are qnite diSerent from those 
nsed to Intimate the greatnesa o( hia lather.

Then paleography also furnishes an eridence to identify the donor 
of the present grant. Comparing the form of erery letter and syllable of 
oar grant with each of the letter* and irllabW* of each of the other 
Kalinga grants known till now. it is fwand oat that the letters of the 
Poodaru grant bear closer resemblance to tha characters of the copper- 
plate grants of Nara*ipatam lR /. VoL IX) N’adxgim (E I. Vol. IV) 
Madras Museum (E /. V 0 U IX) and Chlkkiliralaaa and Bo<Wap»du 
3 
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(Bid rati Vol II part a and VoL III part S respectively). The form of 
each letter and it* structure resemble those ol the letter* of the Narasi- 
patam grant. 

Another peculiarity pre*ented by the document under renew is 
the mention of the \cetkday which i* not found in any of the grama 
issued prior to the time of Vijrahastadeva III. It ia an inocvation 
first made la the gram* of this Kaliaga ruler and ha* been invariably 
found mentioned ia the charter* issued by the kingi that come after him- 
Thi* adds another reason to identify the donor of the Pondnro plate* with 
him of the Nanulpataaa grant. 

Now we may safely proceed to examine the date a* given in the 
chatter. Of course the year of the gran i* given in the Ganga era (II. sjff.

I place 
of the number giving the Saka gear of the Nirniipatam grant /Vol. XI)

According to my calculation the Oinga ira of Kalioga began 
from Saka year 171 or A. D. jaq. So the data of the grant expressed in 
Saka era reiolves itself to Saka 971. Bhadrapndi 6a j Sunday which 
exactly corresponds to A. D. 1049 August 6 , whtch was a Sunday. 

I now give my reading of the charter aad show wbtre in the 
previous editor differed.

WHO WEBE THE S1TVY1H1H&3 ? 

BY O. C. Gavooly 

Notwithstanding the many ccotr.beiicei made by various 
aeholanl to the so'oiion of the problem wbether the Sa-.avlhana 
king* belonged to the Andhra race, the problem still avails a decisive 
solution. I am not aware if any ocw materials or data have cropped 
up to help the solution 

Pandit V. Prabhakara Saatri’a able defence, translated in the pages 
of this Journal (/. A. II R. 8. Vol. IV. p. »j| has not met all the crucial 
points raised by Dr. V. S. Sokthankar waose conclusions have been sup- 
ported by Mr. T. N. Subramtnian. That the $&tavikanas lot a time ruled 
over the Andhradfida is not diapeted by any scholar. The'ooly question 
which is demanding a satisfactory answei is whether the Sitavhfcaoss were 
the Andhras, The weight of the evidence tends to establtah that they 
did not come originally from the Andhra dlls. If by that erpression 
Is meant the tract of the oowatry hounded by the rivers Krishna and 
the Cod.vail.-tbe usually accepted limit ef the tract occupied by the 
Andhras. If Psadit Pr.bb4.ara Saatri'n identification of Mulaka 
(Mullkt) nldu with Andhra <M*s la correct. Siritina (Sriatbfiea) must be 
a mountain or place outside the Andhra dfils. ea there would be no 
object in mentioning it separately — welem it added to the extension 
of the araa ruled by VlalHblputra Sri Palnmlyi. 

One concession has been made la the course of the diicuislon 
which brings about a ebsoge of our ideas about the direction of the 
expansion of Sitavlbana powers- Hitherto It had been tacitly accepted 
that the Siuvdhanas. being Aodhias. had their powers gtsdually stretchtd 
across the Ducean. from Ssri to Wnt from the Vengi-nidu* to the 
Western Ghats. In the course of the discussion of the problem. 
It appears to be now recognistd that the centre of gravity of 
SilavShana powers shifted from the H'ssl to the Ea$i. It is un- 
fortunate that no evidence is forth-cooing to establish the identity of 
any important moo a mens (stupas, caves, inscriptions or coins)* in the

Pandit Prabhakara Sastr: appear* to rebuke those ncbolars «rho 
hesitate to accept the oa coero berated testimony ol me Purina* on the 
identity ol the Sitavahana* with the Aedhra*. While it u the accepted 
canoo ol Indian historian* not to accept the testimony of the Puraps* 
unless it is corroborated by other evidence. In this case the testimony 
of all the Purines it oot identical. Some of the Purapsi describe the 
Sitavahana* as Aodhrabhrtjas which it ao appellation which suggests a 
differentiation from the Aedhrit. sad a re'stlorthip akin to the N&yakas 
with the Vijayangar* kings (to ofler a late analogy). The Aadhrabhrtyas 
nag not be, and as some scbo'srs mtnt. OmtOt fe. identical with the 
Andhra*. 

I do not pretend to oSer a decisive solution on the problem. 
Bat I be* to put forward a new piece of evidence lor the consideration 
Of scholar* 

It appears that ta some group ol literature a distinction Is 
suggested between the Andhra* sad the Sltevlhacai. 

It la not koown to scholars (who shoald be bet tar informed) 
that various tribes sad clans or etbe c groups inhabiting the Indian 
continent during the early periods, have ooetnbutcd to the growth and 
development of Indian Music. Many ol these group* and Inbei have 
each contributed. at least ooa melody (rlga or riginl) to the 
great pantheon of the Indian rdffd system. It UPMra that the Andhra* 
have contributed one melody which is recognised in the musical literature 
si Andhri, which is a Mdef <r*gi*l) of the m*j«r lg*. Milava patucana- 
la the Musical text BrkvLdnit Mstafiga muai cites the view of SlrdOln 
sa earlier authority by whom an rigiuU (WuWiJ are asstgoed to this 
riga. — one of which is called Andhri:

If Sitavihaooa are different from the Audhras, culturally, or racially 
if not politically, ooe could eapect the Sitavibseia to hare coatributed 
a melody associated with their aame. Tbit ia eiactly what »e find In 
tbe same text of Brhat-DUi. The SAtavhhanss appear to bare 
contributed a new melody named after them as Sitnvihini and tbe 
description and tbe Dotation of this melody are given by MataDgat

I do not wish to stress o» exaggerate the Implication of this 
piece of erideace but teo distiact melodies eonulboted by the Andhras 
and tha Sitavlhanas appear to suggest that the two names stand foe 
two distinct cultaral or ethnic groups indepeodeat of each other. The 
vicissitudes of political fortunes might hare brought them together on 
Identical political arena. The Sltarlhaats may hare boea tbe vaults 
of the Andhra kiags at oat stage or they may have here tbe overlorda 
of the Andhras at tome other stage. Bet they appear to repreeeat two 
different cultural catitka. Tha litarary data bearing on the problem 
has not been suftclintly exploited and iareeiigatcd. I hope tbla Insigni- 
ficant noto may India competent Aodhu acholare to bring forth new 
materials from literary sources, whteh wtl! he<p us to answer the query 
"Who were the Sitarihanatf" 




BJM 1 CHJJDI, THE PBOMMEKT GODDESS OF TEKKALI BSTATE,

North-east of Tekkili, ti a distance of three miles, there is a 
temple containing the idol of a goddess cee sad a half yard high. The 
temple dees not teem to be (he original place of the goddess, aa at the 
top of its cate there is a mouse made of atone, evident Ip, a signal that 
the temple was built for the worship of god Caoapati- This inference ia 
further supported by the fact that the idol of Gapapati ia seen lying 
neglected outside the temple. The goddess who has usurped the place 
of Gattapatl was the guardian deny of the Rajahs of Tekkali who used 
to oiler their prtyers to her with all pomp and ceremony in daya gone 
by. At present the goddese in known to the people of the locality as 
Sardamma. Bet thin, name la only a corrnpt form of the more correct 
and original name Chaodi. a name generally given to the goddeaa Dtirga 
or Kh|i. The goddeaa holds a battle esc in ho right haod. to punish the 
evil doers; As such she wns known In olden daya as Kutkiro Cha*#, 
"Chaodi with the Am." From an inscription referred to below the same 
goddess bears also the name of RIaachaadi Tans Ramachaadi. Kulhira- 
chaadi. Chsodismmn. Chaadamma and Sandamma are the different 
names of one and the name Goddess now worshipped in the dilapidated 
temple of Gsoapstl near Tekkali. 

The date el ianuUntfon of the Goddess seems to be the later 
part of the eleventh century of the Canarian era. In the copper plate 
grant of Syllada. review In the Madras Epigraphies! Reports as C. P- 
Va. 6 of 1919, the same of this goddess appears. According to the 
inscription king Aaaattvarma-CbddagaagadCva granted to an inhabitant 
of Talagim Ike lands of the village of Selladn is 6 , S. 1066 (1084 8s 
A.D.J with the object that the grantee shoeld worship the goddess 
Chsodi regnlarly. In the same grant, mention has been made of a 
streamlet flowing at a distance of three miles from Sellada. The two 
villages mentioned ia the grant as well as the brook referred to therein 
are still in existence ia the Tekkali Estate. They are still known as 
Syllada and Talagam and the brook ia called Saadimtaa Gedda, appa 
really after the goddess. Ever since the date of the grant, the grantee 
and his descendants have been regularly offering their worship to the 
goddess. There seems to be no donbt that the goddess for whose regular 
worship the village of Sellada was granted by Anantavarwia-Cbodaganga 
d€ra is the same one who is now being worshipped in the temple of 
Sandamma. 
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Another inscription of the sane goddess and belonging to the 
same century has been discovered in a ca«e on the hiilock by the aide of 
a tank situated at a distance of two mica from the temple The tank 
is known as Sitaghai. The cave contains two inscriptions. one outside 
and the other in the interior The two iwcriptions are dated S. 101 a or 
1090 A.D. and are written in the Sanskrit language and navaolgsri 
characters. The inscription rant thus? —

•Padmachandrs installed Rlmaeban*” Most probably Ramachaatli of 
this place and the Ketbarachaoli of the Satdamma temple are one and 
the same goddess belonging to the tame centnry. Perhaps RimachaMli 
was subsequently taken out of the cave known at the 8 an#ui 4 lrtka 
and placed inside the temple of Oapapsti who had to vacate hie 
pedestal to give place to hts Mother. 

Who is this Padraach suits.’ He calls himself the vassal of 
DdvSedravarmI and the ruler of Vijayapura. -Perhaps the present 
Bijspilli which is two miles from this cave corresponds to the Vijayapura 
of the inscription. Swwisittrlka may be inferred to be the huge tank 
nearby. Padmachandr* was probably the founder of the big tank Sila- 
Okai; perhaps be called it after hit mother or wife. 

RSmachaod cootinuedi to be the guardian deity of the Tekkali 
R^iaha until the beginning of the reign of the Kadamba dynasty. But 
the Kadamba rulers transferred their residence to a fort which they bad 
built near the hills lying to the west of Tekkali. That fort was known 
as Chintirospi-gadb. This Chintimaoi-gadh was far away from the temple 
of Ramacbaotfi. So a cuitom grew up at ChintimaDi: as it was not 
possible to directly worship the Goddess her glass bangles and her 
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kur.kuma “vermilion’' came to be worshipped : these two articles represen- 
ting the Goddess w»i« kepi near oar of the gates of the fortress. That 
gats therefore was called Hula Durga Doira i.e. the gate of the original 
Durga, another mine of RAnsacnaadi. Kren c©» at the place whete the 
remains of the Chintfimaoi fort are fownd. there is a place known as Dora 
inula (a chasged from of Molt Dwrgaj where the eastern of worshipping 
the kunlmma and banglea of the Goddess still continues. It is from 
this place that leaves of the Bilva tree an plucked for ceremonial 
worship of the Goddess by the Rajahs of Tekkali. 

Near the teaple' of Saadaaaa there were many other temples 
which are new all in reins. Stonea f-oea these raised edifices were taken 
away to build the present MdUMata maple at Tekkali. One of the 
pillars found near the spot contalas a stone Inscription Tba stone was 
brought from (he Saadamma’s temple. The tnscnptloit te written in the 
Oriya language bit in Ucvaaagan characters. It is as lollowa:—

THE COMMENCEMENT OF THE VICTORIOUS GENOA ERA

The commencement of lb« victorious Giagi Era has been a baff- 
ling problem 10 our ichoiats Several of them, notably the late Dr. J. 
F. Fleet, Mr. G. Raaiadas. Mr. R. Sebba Rao sad other* have during 
past endeavoured to determine the star; icf poiot of the Ginga Hr* and 
to adjust the Cine* cbroaology. bat aoee of them bsva been able so far 
to put loraard any sati.raciory result*. Dr. Fleet abandoned the study 
of the problem of the Ginga Era ia aster despair as the synchronism 
turnished ty the CddAvari grant el FfibivimBla and tbe identification of 
lodrabfcaltiraka lord of the southern oe south tent ere region mentioned 
therein, with tbe king Indrabhsttlraka of the Eastern Chljakyan dynasty 
were found to be utterly incompatible eith the dates obtained by the 
conversion of the aslrocomical details recorded in tbe esrly Eastern Glcga 
grants discovered In his time . 1 Mr. G. Kamadas on tha other hand 
obsessed by certain pre conceived oou.-es and without any regard for the 
chronology of the cootemporary d> na.«*e of tbe Deccan and leading 
political events hae propounded a date which has brought in more confusion 
than ever* Hia initial year (no A-D ) of the OAaga era cannot therefore be 
regarded as a satisfactory resell. Mr. R. Sebb* Reo who claim* to have 
mad* a critical study of the history of Eastern Chagas of Kaliogs fixes 
tbe tlarimg.polot of the GAnga Bra sometime between . 9 . end 406; # 
but hi* theory licks precision tad completeness. It does not also 
stand to any astronomical test by the recorded details la tbe charters of 
the dynasty which yield to conversion ieto the dates of tbe Christian 
era. Mr. Sdmasfikha/a Saras on the contrary has not formulated any 
scheme of bis own but has chosen to Ofndae and reject Mr. R. Subb« 
Kao's theory of the (yechronitm afforded by the Gddivari grant of 
Prthivlmftla as the basis of diacussioo lot deteraiamg tbe commencement 
of the Gloga era-* 

Since Dr. Fleet erote about the Giaga Bra roughly fifty year* ago 
much new malarial had come to light, aed as it does not soem to have 
been properly handled till now. the problem of the Gloga era has not 
been satisfactorily settled. An attempt will bow be made to fix the

The limits within which the starting-point of the Ficfon'om 
OariQa Era lay. have got to be fixed at tae veiy ontaet. They are very 
happily futmsaed by certain facts mentioned in the charter! of the Gang* 
dt catty itself and by a occhrcsisn recorded in an early contemporary 
record.* ‘The tlctorious era of the protperona Ginga lineage" ia mentioned 
in the copper-plate charters of the dynasty even as lata as the eleventh 
century. And the iatcrasl evidence that ia fonhc.nung from such of those 
document* enables na to determine precisely the period wherein lay the 
beginning of the ‘‘Victorious Glega Era-'’ The c'ue for the discovery 
of that period lies imbedded io the Glnga. Kadamba history of Kallnga. 
There are a number of records which establish the Ginga- Ksdamba 
alliance from the earliest times This historical fact supplies us the 
basis for the elimination el the problem of the starting point of the 
Glnga era. The earliest o t such records is the Visigapatam copperplate 
grant of Anantivarman’s son MvCodrnvarmaa (II) dated In as«th year 
of the (Glnga) era .» It refers to a noblemen Dhermakbtdi who ia referred 
to at the maternal uncle of the reigning king Divfindravaiman. The neat 
record la the S.tfablpurs copper plate grant of the Kadamba chieftain 
Ubarmahbfidl 11 (?l dntrd ia the year |>o of tba aagmeetiog victorious 
era of the Glnga and Kndatnba family ' GtwKadambi vaik/a pro. 
vaxJkamJna vija^rAjya paAcha lata Mar* + It ... Issued in the 
reign of the Glega king DirBadravarman (V) non of AnantavaraadSva (111). 
The record gives tba ancewtry of the donor Dharmakbddi up to three 
general ions above.

The i ascription states thst the J lakrndrSdkipati, Kissk. flu Dharmakhfidl, 
granted the village cl Dharmapura in the district of MsbBndrs-M^pa. which 
was apparent. y ondtt bis nLership. to two brothers si an Offrahfira in the 
Glnga- Kadamba ysar jto. during the reign of D?v*odrs-brshms or 
L'ivendravernii and evidently under the Istttr’s sanction or approval. The 
relationship between OModravarmsa (V) and his Kadamba feudatory 
DharmakhSdi is not specified in the record bnt it is probable that both 
the peincea nere related to each other by ties of blood as in the 
previous case, because the grant ia dated m the victorious era of the 
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Gangs and Kadamba families. Toe third record is thi Cnicaoole plat** 
of Anaotavarmaea aoo MadbakaaarTtiri. dated in the year 516 of the 
Gaaga era. 7 Thi» inscription doe* aot mention an y Kadamba priacc but 
its iiapoitanca lies ia the fact that the donor of this charter Madhuki- 
miioava is also described as the soa of Ananiavaroadfiva like 
DSvSadravarmsD (V) of the preceding record. Consequently it icems 
probable tbat Madhukimlraptea was a younger brother and. the 
successor of Divfndrevarraaa (V) of the year jio of the Gaaga-Ksdiinba 
era. The pjdigrre of the Eastera Gangs kings found in the charters of 
Vairahasta Iff sareamsd Aaactararman. (rojS-ioG) A- D.) dated in the 
years S.S. 907 » S.5. 979.® and S.S. 98 s shows that Madhulimhroasa 
of the G»a:a year js6 was the younger step-brother of Gupdama olio* 
DBvdodravarmaa who reigned fora short period of throe years and who was 
the immediate predecessor of /a)rahatu Ilf. The fourth record, known as 
the Parllkunedi plates of Vejrahasta III. mentions another Kadamba 
chieftain by name UgrakhSJi. the o;aam:nt of the Kadamba lineage, 
who was bora In the Sldaaantl family.*! The charter is tot dsted bat it 
obviously belongs to the period o! Vairahasta III. There ia 
a fifth record, the Mandate cupper-plate grant of Anantaenrman. 
datad in ths Bake year a-foUko-aapta roM mil/). which 

mentions anothir Ktdiuj* chieftain. Uoaka dii Dharmskbfidi son of 
Rfioika Sri Bh»m tkhedl, the gam or o' tbs Pa&chaplira-psatoya and 
Mshendra bkaga districts M The name Aostavaraan would appear to bo 
the ahkfsh*toisdmaW (nsme adopted at the time of coronation) of the 
great king Vajrahaata HI. for the B.ka yrar 976 fall* In the reign of 
this monarch. There Is a s.atb record on copper pistes of the reign of 
DOvdnlarvirmsn which comes from Ksmbakiys. a village ia Cblcacols 
taluk of the Vnagpatam district.** It mtotioas another chieftain, 
UaSimaaMika Udsyidtya. son of ifoU-ndado/sta fl.I DkarmakMdl. 
the oraamant of ths Kadamba family. The record Is dated in the dike 
year but a good deal of nncsrtaiaty attends on tbs interpretation of tbn 
passage which mentions the data. Ttt- reexd it la faalty Sanskrit aod 
therefore the interpretation of tha passage has been the subject of good 
dtal of controversy. Mr. Soaasakhara Sanaa. who edited the record 
restores the faulty Sanskrit passage which runs as SokAia so Warn Ho.

All the above six records o? the Eastern GXnga d> nitty seem to 
•itablish deary the following (acta: Firstly, tbe Gangs aed Kadamba 
families of Kalinga were closely related to each other by marital ties and 
other alliances. Sccoodly. their rrlauuuhip was as old as tbe Glng* 
sovereignty or the establishment of the Gang*- Kadamba sovereignty in 
Kaltnga. Thirdly, the Gaag» am l0i*fa v+/a pravarJdkam4m iyya- 
rJjyn lamvatwra) and the GAngi Kadamba era KOtopa-Kadamba vasWfl- 
pr/nard'.hanUna mjayvAjpa aMrjtiamJ were one aed the aatne 
Fourthly, the Later Gangs dynasty or the Second Dynasty as the same 
la called, descended from or rather was a branch of tbe Earlier or the 
FI rat GAnga dynasty. Fifthly, the GAnga- Kadamba year gio and the 
Gings year 516 fell some years before the daka Sartvat 976. that It 
prior 10 the reign of Va]rabaats III. (iojS— 1069 A.D) And sixthly, the 
GAnga ora would consequent.* sevm to have coatncBced somewhere either 
in the cloaing years of the fifth oe tbe beginning of tbe sixth century A.D. 

Let at now turn to the synchronism of the contemporary charter! 
of tbe Bariy Gingna and utt the result obuined above ragardieg the 
probable limits within which lay the atamag.poioi of tbe Ghnga era 
The GOdAvart rant of Rijt Ppbirlmhit records by meant of a figurative 
expression, a groat political eveot of insdiag importance in respe;t of the 
eatly history of ths Eastern Giegas of Trt-Kalinga. It refers to a doci- 
live battle that took place between IndcabhatUraka iord of the southern 
or aouth-wetiere region Ln. Vlagt or more properly speaking AndhtadMa 
and a confederacy of kings led by JSArtfa Indra rnler of the northern 
or north-eastern quarter, nr Kaliagn or Tri-Ka'.ioga. in which tbe former 
was apparently defeated and killed. Pribirimfila, lord of tho victorious 
city of KAndili a place which has not been till now satisfactorily identic d, 
and son of Aiaiirija Prabhikara was a vassal of AdkirSja Indra lord 
of tho eastern or north -eastern quarter. He was evidently one of thoto 
kings who desired to overthrow IndrabbstClraka aed therefore Joined 
AdkirSja Indra and the formidable confederacy of hostile kings- 
Dr. Fleet, who published the charter, assigned the record on palaeographies) 
grounds to the sixth century A. D. ladrabhaUaraka of tbe southern or 
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south-eastern quarter bu been iodentiaed cvrcctty with Ind-abhalUraka of 
the Viihoiilcuo&n dynasty of Andhra and Adkiraja lolra of the northern 
or north-ear.era quarter with Mahi-iji Iadravaraun the donor of tbe 
Jirilngi p'atet, who belonged to the » pot leu Ginga family and who called 
himaelf ’lord of Trt-JCahnga ’ According to the Vi*houkua3in chrooology 
proposed bv ne elaenbere iDdrabhattiraka’s reign wonld fall roughly 
about soo— j to A- D. Hit opponent Alki'ija Indrararman of 
Tri-Kalloga, therefore, mutt be placed about tbe aame period. 

The Godavari grant of PrthivfmB’a though not dated in any wall 
known Saka or any other era tneatioat, however, the date on which the 
charter wai made- It wat dated tbe jrd day of Valiikha in the ijth 
year of the nctorioui ru’e of Prthtvfmula The edict records tbe gran* 
of a village named Cbu.ipAka. aituated in tbe centra of four rillagea 
namely, Vilendl. Reeguta. Kathphra and Tnkara. at an fl ; .ohdrtl to forty 
three fatntliea of brahmatjae who atndy tbe Atharra VBda. "born >a tbe 
familiei of Ihe 1/pJdAyJyjJ and beloog ng to many ffttrrt." The 
oomtnand waa addrataed to the inhabit. m. headed by the RlihtrakBtae 
dwelling In the Tftluotkateatova. Tie grant wat made at the beheit 
of the overlord Adkirjja Udra who dci.red that bit parent! might 
thereby acquire rallgloua merit. AppareMly the chatity net mads after 
tba fall of InfrabhaWAraka at tbe banda of the confederacy of boatile kio|i 
that we« led by Adhirtja ledra. For. tbe locelitiee mentioned In tbe 
charier lay in the heart of the Vi.hotkupJ o doaiaioai. atd PfihlvImOla 
could not have made a grant of a village at aa agrakJ'a without the 
sanction or aoproval of tbe aovoraiga lodrabb.ttaraka If he were then 
alive oo that date More than that, the record plainly refer* to the 
overthrow of Indrabhatt^aka. \!l theta facte lead to the Irrefutable 
conclaaloa that the Gdllvsri grant of Pr.hivimBla wae ittoed ehortly 
after the overthrow of tadrabhttti'ika. which bai been placed about 
S 10 A. D. And thla would indicate that PrthivdnQla and hit overlord 
Adhiraja fndra of K»l.r|» aurv.ved lodrabhaUtoaka of AndbradMa. 

Tha Jirjiogi platea of Inlravarman who bn been correctly 
identified with Adhirqja fndra of tbe Godivari graol of PrthivIaQIa, 
taka ut one step farther. The record was dated tba tut day of Vaiilkha in 
the jqth year of the proiperoui era. The formal portion of the preamble 
of tbit record suggests plainly that Uiki'tja lodravarrnan destroyed 
hit fee. preeumably lairebhaBerake. after obtaining victotlet in 
several battle* fought with fowr-tuaked elephaata iCkaturddinla). The 
occarance of tha epithet a»tka<Kat*rdda»la tamira lafghaffa vijayl 
In all the three record*, namely of ledrebbattaraka. Prtbivimula and 
rndravarman, and the reference to tbe Chaturddaila elephant combata, 
strongly euggett that the three princes were more o* lets con temporaries. 
Since the reign of ladrabhaKdraka ia believed to have ended about 
5 jo A.D. it ia probable that tbe jpth year of the rictonoa* era recorded 
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in the Jirjinci plates lap sometime after $$o A.D.. and accordingly, 
the era must have commenced sometime during the closing 

pears of (he fifth century. Thus the result obtained bp a discussion of 
the facts Mentioned in the synchronism of the God&vari grant of 
Pritbivtaaia and tbi Jirjicgi p'ates ol Mahirija Iodrararman it in 
complete agreement with the limits arrived at after an examination of the 
later Eastern Ginga records 

We shall now proceed to examioe the limits more closelp with t 
help of soch astronomies, detaiis and occnraaces recorded in the charters 
of the familp that pleld to calculation and conversion into dates of the 
Christian era and determine the prccue date of the commencement of the 
Ginga era. Dr. Fleet, while editing the Gtaga grant ol Indrararmao II 
of the gut year of the Ginga <ral9 expressed the hope that tha eclipse 
of the raooa of the (nil moon day of M&rgalra in the pear itj recorded 
lo the charter dated the ijth dap of tha bright fortnight ol Chaitra of 
the pear n* of the Clogs era coupled with the details of tha data In 
the grant under roview. that it the i»th dap of Might in the pear oil’ 
might *arp possibtp yield hereafter the precise dale for the commence- 
ment of the Gangs era Now then, taking the last decade of the fifth 
century A D. u the probabe period in which the Initial year ol the 
Glnga era lay tha eclipse of the mooa of the fall moon day of Miigalira 
in the pear up baa to b« looked for between 617 and 6ap A.D. 
corresponding to tne 6a»a years »jg to 149 eapirod. During this period 
of ten pear* there occurred the following oclipaea of the moon on the 
fullmoofl liiAi of MArgsfcra*

Tha other date of leading importance it the goth dap of Mftgha 
of the 91st pear. This date ia important because It is ouasual. for the 
discovery of the month Migha which had tkirtg solar days in the 91st 
year of the Gangs era which would be io aaitable accordance with one 
of the eclipses of the fullmoa day of Mlrgaiira ia the poar lay G&oga 
Sathvat noted above will eafcly enable as to fix the startiogpoiDt of the 
Gangs era. Evidentlp io the Gloga era 91 thne were thirty dare in the 
month of M&gha and. therefore, it was an unusual ocemranoe. Taking now 
the limits for the commencement of the Ginga era as before and regard 
being bad foe the dates of three eclipses menticeed above, the joth day 
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<A Might ia Gang a Sstfavat 91 has to be found between 58 1 and 591 A.D. 
corresponding to tbe curreo: Saka years 50* and $1* respectively. During this 
Period ia S. S $io slooe. tae month of V.a*ha bad tUrtf solar days. 
In that year, tbe month Might was current from sjrd December $88 
A. D. to the read January $Si A. D. Tbe Pausha aminla newrooon 
beean sad ended on tbe ajrd December at about as gkatikai alter 
mean sunrise and Might SMa 1 commenced on tbe satb December $88 
A. D. And Migha bakula $o (amitXfw) was curreot on the sand 
January $8j A. D. and ended about 15 gkinkat on that date alter mean 
sonnse. Consequently there were tkirty solar days in tbe luni solar 
moatb Might ia 3. 3. $10. Thus tbe Giega samtrat 91 would correspond 
to or more properly speaking coincide with $88-89 A. D. 

If then tbe 6aka Satbrat $10 eipired coincided with tbe gist year 
ol the Glnia era approaimately. tbe year say would fall in S. S $.6 
expired and ia that year as we hare noticed above there was an eclipse 
ol the moos on the (nllmooe day of Mlrgatra. Tbe equivalent of this 
date in the Christian era. as has been shown above, was tbe joth 
November 814 A. D. The equivalent of these two leadinc dates thus 
computed correctly, it becomes somewbst easy to fit tbe intlal year of the 
Clots era in 3. 3 419 expired correspondiag to 497-08 A. D. Bet it Is 
now necessary to see If we can as precis aiy as possible determine the 
sterling- point of the Gfisga era in S. S. 419. We shell therefore 
attempt to examine this date by combine lh« eqeivateots of such 
eclipses end other astronomical occnrances that are mentioned in the 
Gloga charters that have been so far none to tbe notice of tbe epl- 
graphist. Unfortunately for tbe bisloftsn these charters do not specify 
the moaths in which the eclipses recorded therein bad occurred. Tbo 
information that Is at our dispotsl being therefore somewhat vague, our 
results hsvt necessarily to be based upon reasonable surmises 

Tbe earliest of such records which oeatioat an eclipse of the 
sun in an unspecified month is tbe Tekkaii plates of Dlakrpivs. son

The next record in the order of time is the Santabommlli 
pistes of Naadavarman. dated in the year sss Ghnga era. Tbe inscrip-.ion 
records tbe grant made on (be occasion of tbe eclipse of ibe »un in that 
year ; and the edict was acteally engrossed on copper-plates on' the $th 
IslAi fpodcXsim) of AshWoa in tbe year in Gfiags era-<» This eclipse 
of the sun in an unspecified month seems to o9er tbe basis as well ss 
the crucial test for determining the starting-point of tbe GSnga era. 
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Tsking 5 . 3 . 4*9 eipired a* the initial year. the Gangs Sarhval m 
•oold (all in S.S. 640 corresponding to 7 * 8"*9 A.D. But there was no 
eclipse o l the sun during that year S S. 640. This would mean that the 
Ginga Suhvat and the Salta year were not identical or exactly coeveal. 
Then it would follow from this as a eorollory that the Ginga Sathvat 1 
must have commenced sometime during the Saka year 4*9 »od ended in 
the following neat year S.S. 4*0- Accordingly, i( the assumption that 
the Gangs era commenced in S 3 . 4*9 expired bat not necessarily on 
1st titki of the bright fortnight of aminta Cbaitra it correct, then it 
means that the Glaga year began to be reckoned (torn tome day in 
S.S. 419 expired, and that Gangs Sartvat ended on some day which haa 
still to be precisely determined in S.S. 410 expired- On the baais ol 
thii assumption we shall exaa.ne in order to see if there was an eclipse 
of the sun in the Ginga yetr sit which comae need sometime In S.S. 640 
sad ended in S.S. 641. the exact limits remaining yet to be approxi- 
mately to be fixed. Ia S.S. 641 there was an eclipse of the sun on the

Moreover, sot only paiasograp'ay bet also the formal preamble of the 
record supplies Internal evidence is suppwt of the date. a$i G. E. 
Place forbids any elaborate discussion of this topic here. Bot sofice It 
to say oo* that the donor of this grant was Divendravirman, son of 
Anantavarman. like the donor of the grant of the Giaga Saibrat i$«. 
Dr. Fleet, anable however, to esplaio this discrepaacy. regarded year jt 
of the preseat grant and similarly the doubtful $ist year of the Chica- 
cole grant of Satyavarman son of DivfiadraTaraiB** as some conventional 
expression of the dste which coaid not be properly intrrprrted. But 
there does eot seem to be any inch conventionality about the expression 
of the date. It Is. therefore, likely on the contrary that the scribe who 
engrossed the edict on the copper- plates committed a palpable mistake 
by omitting the words like §ala4mta+, “two hundred” before the 
expression ikm-paKe\At<d, for the nasericsl figure* that usually follow 
the pass ago containing the date are not foaod in the present grant. And 
In a similar manner the writer of the Giaga grant of the time of 
Satyavarman son of Aoaatararman of tbo doubtful year {< G. E would 
seem to have committed an obvious mistake by leaving out the term fri 
meaning three ‘hundreds* before the word /< sUwi* in the passage con- 
taining the charter. In my opinion tbo passage has to be read as 
0 Swvav<m(o aa>HvaimiraUntyiU9** tics pofebJ/af. “in the s{i rear 
of the victorious era of the Giaga family”. It Is obvious tbat there 
could aot be two records dated in tba tame year iasutd by two different 
sovereigns who were sons of different fathers and ruling over the same 
identical country sad from tba same capital Kalingaotgara. And 
It Is equally plain lbs! the characters of the Chlcscole greet of 
Dfivfiadravaiman are undoubtedly of en earlier type than those of the 
grants of Satyavarman: thus the two characters could not have been 
Issued le one and the seme year {t of the Giaga era. 

Moreover the year (■ i» the record of DCrfiedravarraan cannot 
be construed os a mistake for the year sgx of the Giaga era for the 
reason that there is the Giaga grant of Indrararman 111 son of Diniroava, 
dated in the Gicga Sathrat rj« already referred to. Nor can this year 
Si be looked upon as a mistake for the year gji for another reason as 
it would then be estremely difficult to find a proper equivalent for the 
year gr of the graot of Satyavarman soo of DcvCodravarman referred to 
above.

He 
recovered bis eye right through toe favour of S’iva. i.e he wae a 9 'avlle. 
lie knew all the Vedas, mathemstsca. astrology. Ant aria, hasti Hkf* etc., 
He was rich in penances, well vetted in warfare, etc. 

Now applying these tests to the IT 8 ‘hdrtkaa enumerated above, 
wo find that about most of these persons we koow practically nothing 
more than their names. S’ttdraka V.kramUltya mentioned by Mr. Knvi 
and others Kindnka mentioned by Soman, and Simuka mcat.occd by 
Parsnjape and others seem io be historical prrtooa- As regards tbe first, 
in none of the legends of Vikramlditya ia be credited with the authorship 
of tbe Mrceh; with regard lo Ksadtaka we have already indicated that 
internal evidence it against so early a date foe the Mrceh. So there 
remaios only one claimant foe the authorship of the Myccb, and we shall 
see whether the description in the prologue applies to tbit king.

The history 
of the flatavlhanas which is the family name known in the inscriptions 
and who are known by their tribal name Andhra* or Aodhnbhrtyas in 
the Potion, ii ahroaded in mTitcry and variona cooflictiog opinions are 
current as to the dates and events of their period- I am inclined to 
look upon the Aodhras as hailing originally from Mahirnjtra. and the 
dynasty arose shortly after the Manryas.** The kings petformed various 
sacrifices Including the «l»am£dha. and were great patrons of !earnlog.»T 
As to the successor of Andhrs Sedraks. aa also about hia long life 
losing and rega ning eye sight ere., we have so definite information. We 
may however, state that nothing can br shown sbont this Sfidraka that 
goes against the oarliculatt in the prologue. It may be contended that 
Simuka coaid have got no time to compose dramas, at he was engaged 
in wars: but most probibly the 1 (reek is the work of some Court-poet 
of SQdrskl. perhipt Rim III or SSmlla or both Aa the tlmsi were not 
piacefnl. the post took a ready mads drama to work upon. They found 
some political rsvolurion. contemporary or enillet. cleverly incorporated 
into the original story and made addition* that would appeal to the 
gallery. This tippontios. •« indicated earlier, explains to some extent 
tbe southern influence shown by the Mrctk as the Andbne were south st- 
ar'*; and again the llleftc* of Kljidlia about Sfidraka though the latter 
preceded him is a'to expUesb’e oe the ground that KUidiaa being 
prosimste In time, may bo taken to have known that the Mrcch waa 
nut an Independent work, nor was It the composition of Sfidraka; and 
hrooe he paid tribute to Ssamlllakt or Keripntm Sonmiiiaka. while 
mentioning hie forerunners in the field.

As for the date of the Mreck. Bblsha's Cirulatta is the earlier 
limit.

The political bye-plot in the 1 which runs on parallel 
Kiel with the main story, has been added by Sudraka to tbe Ctrudatta 
as he go: from Bbls*. The revelation is not at all necessary lor the 
development of tbe story; as the swapping of chariots could have been 
effected without bringing in Aryska. and Cirndatta'a innocence would 
have been proved without the intercession of Saivalika. by the appear- 
ance of Vasantasiol** Only Sarvilaka from the main love story is 
connected with the revolution aid it can be aaid that without the 
political up heaval hu could not have got any chaocc to repay his obli- 
gations to Vasantasde*. 

There hit keen quite an amount of speculation as to tbe 
historicity of the revolution and the identities of Pileka and Ary aka. 
Wilson stated long ago that the revolution was caused by the unpopula- 
rlty of Pileka through his sympathies with the Buddhists and contempt 
to Brahmin laws sad customs. Bet the letter pert of the statement lacks 
proof.** The theory of Windisch that it refers to the Kr»0i Moty has 
rightly be.n discarded «• Sten Koeow\ reading the Abhlra history 
therefrom is also inspired more by imagination than by historical facts.** 
D. R. Bhandsrkar bat proved tbe historicity of tbe revolution and bo 
takss Go phis and Pllaka to be the sons of PradyBla. and statue thst 
after Predyftte's deeth. Pileka the younger era eueceeded him. and 
Aryaka. the ion of Gdpila succeeded in tumping the throne.*® 

The exact purpoee why &draka selected this paitieelsr revolu. 
tiou for interweaving the Clrudettn-Vaseetssfcl love effair Is not expli- 
cable for want of detailed history of the Andhre period. It seems likely 
that soch political rsvolutiocs were the order of the day in those troubled 
times and Sddraka chose tbe revolution albeit with earlier names, in 
order that the general public may well appreciate iL 

Thus the upshot of ell the foregoing is to ascribe ths authorship 
of the ifreti to dlidraka. the founder o! the Andhra* (or some of bis 
Court pcets) sad to place the work to the third— second century B.C.

THE ANANDA-GOTRA KINGS OF KANDARAPURA* 

V. S. RAMaCHANDRA HVkTY. BA.. (Hons-) 

The ABanda-gdfra king* of KaaJarapora were an important 
dynasty of kings of Southern India, who ruled over the area, which 
corresponds with the modern Cooler District with their capital at 
Kandarapura. during the later half of the fourth, aod the earlier half of 
the fifth centuries of the Christian era. So far as we are aware, there 
are only three inscriptions pertaining to this dynasty: two of them being 
Issued by the kings of this dynasty, and the third and the most Impor- 
tant one being issued by SatsabfcimalU. grandson of Ring Kandara, 
the founder of this dynasty- The first known copper-plate grant was 
edited by Dr. J. F. Fleet, in InJ. Inf.. IX. lea fl. and is known as the 
G5ran|la grant of Attlsarma. The second copper-plate grant was that 
of IMmddaravarms and Is edited b) Dr. Hnlisech. in Ep. Ini., 
VoU XVII. ji7 8. 

Dased oo the above two copper-plate grants, a abort but inte- 
resting note fit published by Mr. R C Sircar of tbe Calcutta University.* 
The article though incomplete, la iatctcating because It hae elaborately 
ciplaincd the suggestion of Dr. Halusch, that HiranvaQarbKa might 
mean the second of the UakUdnu or "Great Gifts ’. Secondly, It also 
attempted to settle, whether Attivarman succeeded Dfcmudararannan or 
otherwise- Whatever that may be It it unfortunate that Mr. 1). C Sircar 
failed to consult the most important inscription, which yields us much 
Information, regarding the foundee of the Ananda-gdfra kings of Kinder#- 
pura. It was first noticed by the Epigiaphlst for Madras Circle, in hie 
Annual Report for the yea* P««e «• *» A. R. No. 1SS of 1X99, and 
was subsequently published >o 8tmlh Indian /neenpfione. VI as No. jn*. 

Tbe above three inscriptions pat together give us tbe namoi of 
three kings; I- Kandara. a. OL»5daravarma and j. Attivarma. Of 
these kings. King Kandara appears to be the earliest one as the remain- 
ing two kings mention either King Kandara nr the city Kandarapura, 
evidently founded by his after his oun name. (£*>. Ini., XVII. p ,*8.) 
Mr. D. C. Sircar is silent about the first monarch- He quotes tbe simto- 
raeut of Dr. Hultrsch regarding king Kandara. and discuses about 
the other two kings- Thus bis note is incomplete especially when we 
are able to get much information about that monarch.

Xandara, probably a subordinate of the Pallavaa, must bare 
carved out a small principality for himself, after the Pallavaa bare 
concentrated their attention on the coeaoest of Kaocfai. by hit own valour. 
The first achievement of King Kandara after coming to the throne 
appears to be the winning of a battle at DhAn;akata as evidenced by 
the epithet "ni tokli-tUHa-tltraux icanpara^a/a.ioMa/aDKinyahi/a. 
raita iafitakt/r. ThU word lapiM*! 1 is rather difficult to interpret. 
It appears to he s war implement with seven edges'. It is quite possible 
to suppcee from the abore epitbet that k ng Kandara captured Dbla* 
y a keta> f'om the governors of the Pillars king Vi)aya Skandavarma 
who succeeded the Iksrskus.* Dbiayakata may bo identified with the 
modern AmarJvitl, 16 miles from Guntur on the rirer Krishna and i* 
mentioned in the Maidavola plates' and la two Andhra Inscriptions fouod 
at Amarlvatl.* See Lader's Lint. Nos. ni{ and eggs. 

The title Prithri Vuraiftia applied to king Kandara among his 
titles Is an interesting one. Thin title which occurs mainly in the 
Eastern ChUukya grants of later times, la applied to king Kandara. in 
this inscription. Hence *e can infer that this title was in use for a 
long time prior to the advent of the Eastern Chtlukya Kings. 

King Kandara belongs «o the pdfro of Ananda Maharshi. The 
endings of the names of the king* of this dynasty, though suggestive of 
a Kgatriya origin; their palm proves that they were Sodra kings, as 
their tfitra it not found in the Prauara CM of the Dvijii.

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Kandara in this inscription is described as ‘'aamavagSfy 
Andhra tundari ckandiT&itcKa nSlkatakaim mala purivtuhapariehas/a 
tnlJiparSdha ta put* a tit Ho a BrppS-nOU'. This suggtits river 
Krishna was one of the hiuadtnes (Northern boendarj) for hi* kiogdom. 

The importance of this epigraph is cahanced by the mention of 
the word 'Andhra'. In only a lew or the epigraphs until sixth century 
A. D. do we find the word Andhra mentioned. I am aware of the 
word in only one of the Early Pallava grant* besides the*, i. e-, Tho 
Maidavolu Pistes of Vijayaikandavarama. 

This king Kandara was the Lord of Trikou Parvata and 
Kandarapuravara* and Kandara Jatapada, as evidenced by the 
Cb2ccrla Epigraph which s»ya tbst he wa* " TrikVa pa) vatapati , and, 
Kandorapmravara J.vupada dniapUkipiti-”* This Ttikuta pirvatA is 
also mentioned -o the TpOr Pistes* of Uidbsvavarman H, son of 
DCvtvarma. ol the Vi.htiukuwl.u family, nod in it it is asserted that the 
Vithookucdin* were the masters of ths Trih&U-Malaya. It is probable 
that the Vishookuodios came to power after the Aaacda-pMra kings of 
Ksndsrspura. for the Tnkala parwata which was one of the important 
possession* of ths Aaanda-fftffra kings vss conquered by the founder of 
the Vlihoukaodm dynasty. Mofhavavsrma L» This Trikhta baa been 
identified by Mr. B. V. Krishna Kao. with KOttppakscda near KivOr, In 
tbs N'arasarowpeta talnq of the Cue tar District.

The present name of the bill is 
Kotappakonda- In the inscriptions the place where God Trikotffvara 
dwelt was called Kivur. So the identification of Tr{kVaI\omta 
requites still further research. But the proximity of the place to the 
Vishnukutdin and Ananda gttra territories point* to the possibility of 
the above place being the same is Trikfiu. 

That the Silaoklyanas luccceded the Aoands-pflfra kings is a

Ail their inscription* R-.se m to understand that they were the 
lord* of only too Vakafa*. vi*., Kudrifchra and VEngi. A close study 
of the place name* mentioned in their inter. ptioot clearly indicate that 
the iSdlanksyana teritory never extended beyoed the Krishna. As observed 
by Mr. K. V. Lahshmana Rao. “Their principality consisted of tao 
nshagas, Vsngi and KaMUn Of these Veogi was identical with the 
uIuqs of Ellore. Krnagudem. acd Bhimavaratn and Godrahara included 
tho taluqn of Avamgadda fDivi). Bandar. Kaikaiwr and Gudivada."® From 
the inscription of Sauabbimalla aad the G&nntia Plates of Attlvarma 
we can infer that the river Krishna formed a boandary for the Aeanda- 
gotra Kings. 

The royal easblcm of these kings Is G&Jhng&la. King Kandara 
is described ss OoOmgdU Vijwii XHamx 'Go! anemia is a kind of 
monkey with dark body, red cheek* and a tail like that of a cow.' 
(Apte. Sanikrit Engiith Dictionary 414 ) Fke: remarked while writing 
about the figure 00 the acal of tho G&amlt Plates, as follows: ‘Tho 
emblem on it (teal) is probably the figure of tome God sitting cross- 
legged on an altar, but It Is anythin* but ctoar. even In tha original."!* 
Dr. Hulutch observed that the seal it much worn and it seem* 
to botr in relief the figure of a seated bull facing the proper right.U Bui 
now wo can definitely assert that tho fignre 00 the teal It that of a 
Qtltnglm. 

King Kandara had a daughter by name Avanttallntavatl 
Mahftdevi. She appears to be the UnhhdSn or tbo first and Important 
consort of a mighty prince. It is mast unfortunate that we ata not 
informed abonl name acd tko dynasty to which that prince belonged. 
The name of bts toe is also lost to us. I behove that the word 
Satsabblmalla is a title. 

The Superintendent for Epigraphy io hit Annual Report for tbo 
year 19.7. who also edited the Sontk Indian Intcriphon,, Vol. VI. 
comment* on this inscription foaad at Cbeacrin as follow*:— 

“In particular it may be noted that the restoration of the much 
effaced Chostrla epigraph No- $9$ has revealed the fact that the Pallava 
King Mahendravikrama, who is there also called by his tttlea Avanl- 
bhajana and V/fi 90 tl wi-aiiko bad a feudatory io the grandson of king 
Kandsr* of Aaanda-potra family, through his daughter.” 

Here we must note that the above remark of Mr. K. V. 
Sabtahmanya Iyer seems to be unwarranted, by facts. The inscription 
bearing No. son (A. R. No. iss of >899) belongs to Sauabhfimalln,

»a*ai\a. appear- If the abort inference that SatrabhamaLa was the 
feudatory of Mabfadrawikrama. it only baaed oa the fact that both the 
Inscriptions ar; engrered on the urn-, a'ab. it is highly untenable. At 
the moat No. S 95 can only pro**, that Mabeadravikrama. aa baa been 
suggested by some (G. Joureau-Dabeenil: PmHamu p. 35) must hare 

he-n related to th; Vishaukuadmt. and that bt m ght have viaited the 
Chaierla temple some time during their time- I coa!d not find the title 
Satiabilmnlla applied to Maheolraeikrarat in ary ol hit inacriptinna. 
If he had it. it only showa that Mabffidrheiktama wia related to the 
Ananda-cA'Hb on hf* mother's aids So it ia not possible to suppose that 
King Sd'aibHlmtlla was a fewdttory of Uahdedrae kraaa. It may prore 
their contemporaneity.!* The atyln of the tna loacrlptiooi ia different. 
One of them I* dedicated to tha god PioSUrara. and the other to 
Kapdtddrara!* So I beg to difer with the abort conduct I cm of Mr. 
Subrahmanya Iyer. 

The neat problem that besets us W who succeeded king Kanlara. 
According to Dr. Hnltfteb. "thn characters ol tha C&rantla iaactiptiosa 
are more develop'd than tbow ol tha MtttfoW platea, which is bosidaa 
partly written in Prakrit." Coaaeqoeatly Dlm&darerartnan must have 
been one of the predecessors o I Altiwarsann. (SJ>. M Vol XVII. 3 >8) 
Mr. D. C Sircar, diiputes the above theory of Dr. Hulttach and 
obtetrea that Attirarman was the predecessor of Dlmddaravarman, on 
the following grouads:—

These in brief are the arguments of Mr. D. C. Sltcar for 
assseriinc that Attirarman was the predecessor of DUddsrsrarmtn. 

In the present »*atc of one knowledge it is rot wise foe ut to 
fis the genealogy of the Aiai Is gttra Kings So far we are able to 
know the history of on I* three of ibi Aoaada 9/lrj King*. A careful 
study of tbe history of the Ikgrftknn. the Pallaras. the Ananda-pMra 
Kincs. the VishsukuoLo Rio-.'*, the dhJanklyatas, lie Brihatpilljanas 
and others of the time, compels ns to allot at least a century for the 
rule of toe Anindagdfra Kings. Alter tbe dissolution ol the Ikfviku 
Empire, the Palliva, got p»<*.tion of tbe modern Guntur District. The 
Patlava suierainty over the Dbl-yakaU area i-e- tbe modem Guntur taluks 
appears to be a abort lived one. as tbe only evidence that it arailsble 
for proving their siu.arainty is the Maidarola Inscription. It cto now be 
safely asserted on tbe authority of the Cbcxeria episrapb. that King 
Kandars took over the Anarirati area from the Pallaras. Then the role 
of the Anaida pd/ra Rings aoprar to hare extended from the middle of 
the 4th century A.D. to the middle of the $th century A.D. So we can 
suppose tbe existence of tone more kings in between or later than tho 
three kings 0! whom we know sometbicr. So it may not be werth our 
while to attempt to fix the cenealocy of the Ananda-^rtra Kings of 
Kandarspura. But ooe point we most admit, that >n impartial considera- 
tion of tbe pilieograpby of the M tt end «he Gorantla Plates, 
indicate that the issuer of the MetlepM plates is a predecessor of the 
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issuer of :bc Goraetla Plates. Then, we hare !a answer the objection of 
Mr. Sircar that ike epithet of Uirar.'jvjw\b = AiAV.it>* - dhbava applied 
to Dimfidarararna point! bin as the successor of Attivarma. Bat the 
answer is quite simple. Nowhere in the MsRSpid Plates it is uggested 
that he was the son of Attivarma. Onr supposing the existence of a 
king, else than Attivarma who must hare performed the Hiranyayarhkj- 
dOna and a Gitakaira-U^s will be more logically in tune with biitoricel 
reasoning, than throwing ont palaeographicsl evidence altogether. Palaeo- 
graphy, though not a sure test for determining the exact age of a plate, 
one can with certain amount of certainty say by the development of the 
character* which plete is eirlier. My examination of the abovn two 
plates leads me to the same conclusion as that arrived at by Dr. 
1 1 nit rich. Dr.Hnltuch did not attempt to misrepresent facts when he said 
that the MatlSpad Plates were partly written in Prakrit He explained it In 
the same page. (£>». ltd- Vol. XVII. jsy) wfctt he meant by 'partly written 
tn Prakrit.' Nobody who stndied the Aoenda gttra inscriptions can deny 
the great amount ol Prakrit indneacc in tkc MattfpMu platea. Excepting 
in 000 line all the nam.e of the donees and their gtlrat art In Prakrit. 

If a vt of platre be numbered consecutively like the pages of 
■ modern book, I do not think. It it a etroag criterion lor proving Its 
antiquity or othetwtso. 

If we art to believe in the thceia of Mr. D. C Street thst "If 
the Ananda Kings prior to Attivarma were fJanas. MmAdaravarma who 
waa a Buddhist must hare come after Attlvarmao," I fear, we have to 
allot aome of the Ikgvftku kiagt to a later period than the Anande 
kings. If the Ikyrlkn kings are IlindasU Dsmoderavarma, who 
petformed Otiakamrr.dtna and gave a village to the Brahmins for his 
and his family's salvntioo for seveo gvoeratioot. must be considered a 
Hlndn.il Moreover it is not improbable tn suppose tbit by this time 
Buddha might have been considered as deity in the Hindu psntheon. Till 
the ijth century we have evidence to say that tha Hindus were worship- 
ping the Buddha in Aodhrn IMIs. So on this consideration and on 
pnlaeographical evidence. I believe that DladJaravuma reigned earlier 
than Attivnrman We know nest to nothing absnt Okmddnrarenna and 
Attivarman. except that they greeted some villages to Brahmins and thst 
they performed some

T.-licbaiU is a Srouiem village in Kdrbr taluk, situated about 
twenty miles to the torts of Nellore- This village it Mill in the possession 
and enjoyment of tbs descendants o! tbe original donee Kondaya. 
Mr. Pulugulla Venkataraannuh. a pen* oeier (since deceased) was kind 
enough to land me the cagra.ed plate* for publication. I edit thin grant 
in this journal through the kindness of the Editor, Mr. Bhtvarapi Venkata 
Krisbnarao 

Thr grant is engraved on three thick copper plates, each rncasu- 
taring about SV<* long. iW broad and Vi itch thick and containing a 
petal like pro|tctioo vtlh a bole in tbe middle shout H Inch long on 
the left side of ssch piste. Tbn ring vita which these litres pistes were 
strung together petted through thr rouad hoW in (how projections.. 
Unfortunately, this nog it milling. It might have contained the srsl or 
the family legend and the ensign ol the grantor. The projection of tbe 
third plate ie also found broken. 

The Inscription is engraved on four faces of these three pistes 
Tho outeraide of tbe first sad third plates which are loft blank act as 
covers to the writing on the mtu sides of Iheto pistes. The Inscriptioo 
begins on the inner side of the fir.i plate, rent on either side of the 
second, and ends on the inner face of the third. It consist* altogether 
of thirty nine lines writioa io Telega characters which may be assigned 
to the sixteenth century The language of tha inscription Is mainly in 
Sanskrit vene except the boundaries of the v.Uafe granted which at* In 
Teiugu. 

There are some orthographical pecoliantiea which deserve 
mention, though the script in general is not vet) ranch unlike the modem 
Teiugu characters. Thus for mstaooe Utters /. 4 and d («. fi. a.) are 
all written very much alike and the context aloe* should decide which 
particular consonant was ioteoded by the sente- And similarly as (ft), 
is written like ka If) aom: of the eccentricities of tbe scribe which are 
more or less peculiar to the Teiugu sribes are noticeable in ibis record. 
The following are some of them. Firstly: tbe writer is form of doubling 
the consonant that follows the aw* utnra. eg t&tsMrgpa for ta*uargga, 
aiMtoujita for vkbujila. paMchcka (or pameka and propkullamtti for 
praphullamti. Secondly, be is equally fond of doubling the consonant 
that occurs in conjunction with the letter V thu» for example, tarvvo 
lor Barba, fartli for knit, mrt$t for wrfi etc Tbe secondary sign 
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for V which is called vtlopala- gtbika in Telagu is invariably used where 
il occurs in conjunction with another cccsccant- Id modern script the 
vsiapili gilaii (i not frequently used, the letter V is written in its 
primary and lull form and the consonant that comes in conjurctioo with 
it is written in the secondary form.

Lines »s to jd of the grant are in Telugn prose and contain the 
boundaries of the village granted. 

Tbe first portion of the gran: which, as hat been remarked 
already, ia in verse, contains very impoctaat sad lotcreiting informal! .n 
about the Gajapati dyasaty. The first verse is la praise of god 
Viofiyakt; the second of tbe Pristine Boar (Adi-varoka) Incarnation of 
Viahou. The third .tinea aiegs the glory of tb« Sun god. the progenitor 
of tbe Gajapati Dynasty which evidently claims to be of solar descent. 
Verses 4 to 14 vr *« ?'*'*« of tbe family of tbs donor. Tba ifitta atania 
and a portion of the 16th relate to the date of tbe charter. The 
remaining portion of the 16th and the whole of tbe tjth verse mention 
lbs village granted, end the district to which It belonged. Verses 18—19 
are devoted to the description ol tbe donee and his ancestry. The 
remaining veraes deal with the rights and privelegea of the donor in 
respect of the charity or the village. Stanxas 11 and *j at tbe end are 
the usual imprecatory verses 

The ration- de ofosi of the gnat is not recorded in it: bat the

Abdhi and Sltaifcfu read back- 
wards will field the Saka year 14 ji waich coincided with the cyclic 
year Pramfidfida or PramisOia; the moeth was Karik*. the week-day was 
Friday, aed the tiM wasdfikla j onM third lunar day of the brifhi 
fortnight. Tbs ceact equivalent of ifce date ia the Christian era is Friday, 
4th October 1510 A.D. 

This date is important in another way- It shows that the 
sway of the Ga|apati dynasty of Orissa extended as far math aa 
Conieevaram or Ranchi la the middle of the sixteenth century. Other- 
wise it would be dilcult to understand how a raler of Gajapati dynasty 
with bis seat of government ia the remote north aboald be able to make 
a grant of a village In the Pika-aiodu country (Pifflkxnlpdo) which 
covers a large poetic ia the modem Hellora district- According to this 
inscription, it appear, that the saxceataty of Ibo Gajapati. attained 
seniib during the sixteenth eeatiary The aatpira of Gajapatis mni to 
have extended from the Gaud* cossntiy (Bengal) on the north aa far south 
as Ncllorn district and probably farther to the borders of Conjeevaram 
(Klochl) and 00 the west it seems to have covered n portion of Telingans 
which formed part of the dominions of tho Snltaosof Goronda and which 
la the local name foe the eastern half of the Niiam's Dominion* coaprl- 
ling all thelt Telugn diatrict*. The reference to the subjugation of the 
citadel* (durga) of Teliogao* in line. S-p affords proof of indubitable 
the extent of the empire on the wwtt.
